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COUNTY LOCAL OPTION 


PASSES OHIO SENATE 


BY A DECISIVE VOTE 


Crux of the Wave of Temperance Legis- 


lation in Ohio for Past Few Years 


Sweeps Over Upper House 


PARTY LINES WERE SWEPT 
ASIDE 


And the Measure Got Nearly Two Votes to One 


Against It—Its Passage by House Freely Pre- 


dicted—Provisions of Most Drastic Liquor 


Legislation Ever Passed in the State. 


Columbus, Feb. 6.—Another chapter 


was written in the tumultous story of 
temperance legislation in Ohio by the 
state senate yesterday. 


By the vote of 24 to 12 that body 


^passed the Rose county local option 
bill, the most drastic measure ever 
proposed in Ohio, and .the 24 affirma- 
tive votes were made up of both Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans. 


'Back in the late seventies the Adair 


and the Pond laws were enacted, and 
these in turn were followed by the 
Scott, the Seal, the Brannock, the 
Jones and other laws along the line 
of temperance reform, but these pro- 
vided for either the tax of the saloon 
business or the machinery for stop- 
ping the encroachments of the saloon, 
in residence territory. 


But the Rose bill, bearing the name 


of ithe senator from 'Washington, not 
only takes in an entire county in its 
operations, but provides that, in coun- 
ties where there is wet territory, such 
wet territory is wiped out if the 
county goes dry, while if the county 
goes wet the dry territory 
remains 


dry—a proposition that is about the 
strongest ever put up to the people 
of jQMo in the matter of temperance 
reform. 
, 


$phe passage-of the Rose bill is the 


climax of years of agitation, that was 
especially in evidence two years ago, 
wBen the bill passed yesterday was 
in the senate committee on temper- 
ance. That assembly had passed the 
Aikin, the Jones and the Woods 
search and seizure laws, and a halt 
was called^ by the Anti-Saloon forces. 
The bill had then been signed by Sen- 
ators Sites and Drake, but Senator 
Atwell refused to sign, not because he 
was not in favor of the bill, but for 
the reason that the organization be- 


hind the bill did .not care to have it 
pushed at that time. 


So it slumbered until the opening 


of the present session, when, by the 
action of the assembly in clearing the 
calendar, it was neces<jarf to reintro- 
duce the bill, and this was done by 
Senator Rose. It is the same as the 
old bill, except that city solicitors are 
charged with the responsibility of en- 
forcing the law in the new bill., 


Public interest has been on tiptoja 


since the session convened and for 
days the gallery of the senate 
has 


been filled with eager, 
expectant 


crowds. 
, 


On the JRepublican side of the 


chamber there was but one deser- 
tion that was not fully 
expected— 


that of Senator Brandt, who two years 
ago voted for the Aikin bill, increas- 
ing the tax to $1,000. 


A liae on the converts made by the 


bill on the Democratic end of the 
senate was shown when Senator Ber- 
ry offered an amendment making it 
necessary to secure 35 per cent of the 
voters at the last election to a peti- 
tion for a special election under the 
law, an increase of 10 per cent over 
the number mentioned in the bill, and 
Senator Rose was agreeable to the 
change. 


A moment later 
Senator 
Carter 


offered an amendment fixing the 1st 
of September, 1908, as the date when 
the bill should go into effect, and 
this Senator Rose very obligingly as- 
sented to 
That settled the fate of 


the bill, for enough votes 
could be 


seen in plain view on the Democratic 
side, which added to the sure ones on 
the Republican side, were sufficient to 
pass it.

WHAT LOCAL OPTION BILL PROVIDES 


The bill as amended provides that whenever 35 per cent of the 


qualified electors of a county shall. petiMon for it a special election 
shall be ordered to be held in not less than 20 nor more than 30 days 
after the filing of the petition. The result is to be reported to the 
Common Pleas court and the couri record, 
if showing a majority 


cast against the .sale is to be priira facie evidence that tbe sale or 
giving away of intoxicants after 30 days following the election, is 
prohibited and unlawful under the- provision? of the bill, residence 
districts, villages, or townships, now dry can't 
be made wet by a 


county election, but wet residence districts, villages or townships may 
be made dry by a county election.

Let us first consider this subject with 
regard to hygiene. 


Hygiene—That department

cine which treats of the preservation 
of health.

any otlier 
two 
discuses 


combined, and when we consider that 
'It, yet preventable, Is killing off one- 
severith of our population, we are jus- 
tified In noting our observations. , 
It 
Is 
an 
insidious 
disease, (unlike 
acute {Inflections troubles, and the pub- 
lic has learned to look upon consump- 
tion as something that has 
always 


tjeen. with us, and accepts the situation 
as a matter that cannot be prevented. 
No problem before us at present com- 
pares in gravity and 
magnitude, 
not 
only to this generation, but to those 
who come after us, as to .the wisest 
disposal of the consumptive, and the 
Wet method of preventi-ng the spread of 
the disease. 
It is fairly safe to state that none 
are born tubercular, hence it Is a sound 
presumption that in each case a pre- 
baclllary or 
tubercular 
stage 
exists. 
While none may have been born tu- 
bercular, many are so poorly parented 
that the nervous system,blood lymphat- 
ics and general make up mark them 
as prospective consumptive cand'dates 
Environment 
occupies such a prom- 
inent position in arriving at a diagno- 
sis, that it is well to inquire into the 
climate, location, construction of res- 
idence or place of business, with mi- 
nute details as to local sanitation. 
It 
sis well to note if tuberculosis ever ex- 
Hsted IJn the place of abode. 
It 
is 
known that one railroad 
office 
furn- 
ished five 
cases 
of 
tuberculosis 
in 
three years; also one of 
the largest 
banking houses 
in the United States 
furnished 17 cases in four years; 
fn 
each instance the 
primary 
infection 
•was due to one consumptive. 
Foul air 
in over-crowded rooms, lack of sun- 
shine, dampness and unsanitary condi- 
tions are all potent factors in propaga- 
tion of tfce disease. "Consider the ill- 
ventilated, school rooms. 
filled 
with 
children from homes of all conditions. 
the tenement houses crowded 
with a 
careless, filthy class of humanity, the 
dance halls, the 
skating rinks, 
with 
the disease laden dust floating in • the 
air, is it difficult to see how the serms 
are spread broadcast? This all comes 
from- the lack of care in the disposal 
of infected sputa. 


Direct contagion from kissing is pos- 
sible 
and the inception of the germ 
may possibly occur through using the 
same 
eating 
and 
drinlc?ng 
utensils 


•without careful sterilization. 
Some claim that prolonged 
exposure 
to the exhalations of tuberculars 
in' 
close rooms, as in crowded tenements, 
is often followed by the development 
of the disease. 


Afte.r a crusade by tne 
JNCW 
York 
board of health a few years ago, it 
was shown that secondary cases 
in 
tenements and flats occurred in 
ex- 
act proportion to the intelligence and 
honesty displayed by the occupants in 
carrying- out the prescribed rules 
for 
the removal of sputa. 
The bacillus may also be transmitted 
by a tubercular coughing 
directly in 
the face of another. 
Another method 
is the use of the so-called "Sanitary- 
Spit Cloths," which are 
subsequently 
bullied with the secretions—no notice 
being..taken-of the pockets 
aftd 
the 
clothes constantly smeared by the mis- 
named sanitary cloths wet with - in- 
fected sputa. 
We have direct infection by inocu- 
lation as occurs in experimental work 
with the guinea 
pigs and accidentally 


in 
those 
who 
handle 
tubercular 
meat or infected tissues, also has oc- 
curred in post mortem work. 
In the performance of the rite of cir- 
cumcision there Is a well known in- 
stance of direct inoculation, where a 
diseased operator communicated uiner- 
culosis to several Infants by the prac- 
tice of suction.

Thus we readily understand how the 
disease is spread, but to prevent this 
Is the question. 


Modern sanitary 
laws 
enforced 
by 
municipalities 
and 
nationalities 
have 
partly throttled certain contagious and 
infectious diseases, and increased lon- 
gevity 1C per cent in the last genera- 
tion. 
Through vaccination and rigid quar^ 
antine smallpox is HO robbed of 
its 
horrors that it no longer strikes ter- 
ror to a community. By rigid quar- 
antine diphtheria and the prompt ad- 
ministration of diphtheretic antitoxin, 
this once dreaded disease has become' 
a subject of vigilance and not fear. 


The investigation of yellow fever by 
Walter Reed of the United States ar- 
my, at Havana, has been as thorough 
an<T convincing of one real source of 
infection, that never 
again .will 
the 
United States or any otlier progressive 
country with a well organized board of 
health, experience an epidemic. 
By intelligent quarantine or 
scarlet 
fever, whooping cough and measles fol- 
lowed by thorough formalin fumigation 
these diseases are limit »J to 
circum- 
scribed localities, yes, single persons in 
a single room. 


If so much has been done to prevent 
the spread of 
other 
infectious 
and 
contagious" diseases, is it not time that 
the profession and laity are 
awaken- 
ing to something definite with regard 
to the prevention and 
eradication of 
the "White Plague." 


"We should pause and think; practi- 
cally no man is born Tubercular; every 
one who has tuberculosis has contract- 
ed the disease and in everv instance 
it could have been forestalled and pre- 
vented. 


For 
cleondes bnck the ineilip^.1 
pro- 
fession did not know that nliMii.sis was 
caused by a special 
srerm. and that 
these 
germs 
were 
ready 
to JnsraH 
themselves in any and all suil-ibl.' soil, 
setting up the same trouble m others. 
Rut for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury we have known the tuberel" '«!<•- 
illus. and year by year we niv'e learn- 
ed its habits and various moJ3s of en- 
tuing the hum;ui system. 


I believe that delayed fT.ujnosts of 
tuberculosis very often means to 
the 
patient loss of all chance of restoration 
and that we cannot" be too careful in 
analyzing all the early symptoms. 
- We 
who 
are 
general 
practitioners 
perhaps have not our minds sufficiently 
aroused in this special line to detect 
the early symptoms. 
Yet the diagnos- 
is of pulmonary tuberculosis is no long 
er- a question. 
He that has' ears and 
experience can mapi out the 
diseased 
area of lung tissue with mathematical 
accuracy, and, the 
m/croscope 
settles 
the presence or absence ef the bacilli. 
This is the point that I wish to em- 
phasize—that lauch can be done 
to 
prevent the spread, if we do, our paj>t 
early in the disease. 
As soon as a di- 
agnoslis of tuberculosis is made. 
the 
fact should be made known to the pa- 
tient, and he should be informed of all 
known fact on the contagiousness of 
the disease, so that he would not be a 
source of danger to others -Or re-infect 
himself. Also instruct those about the 
patient. 
Why sot tell them the sputa 
should be collected in a sanitary hand 
cuspidor and the papers removed 
at 
least twice a day and burned or et- 
posed to a strong solution, of bichlor- 
ide of mercury. 
Make him, understand 
that it is the'sputa you want7 b'urriea 
and not let the wet papers lie about 
to dry and blow away to infect oth-1 


orw. 
Tell them the danger of 
using 


culliiif and 
drinking 
vessels 
without 


sterlllKalloM, tho dunger of staying In 
the close, Ill-ventilated room. 
Too much stress cannot be laid upon 
the idea of fuinlKutlon of th" quarters 
that have been occupied by tho tuber- 
culur. 
Too much attention cannot bo given 
to the question of hygiene in the pre- 
vention and treatment of tuberculosis. 
Ignorance and carelessness of scientific 
1'uclH and observations is the cause of 
the majority of eases. 
if the home influences arc right.from 


the, time the mother bindfi the 
child's 
head until the hour of «6mc kind as- 
sistance wipes the dew from the brow 
of the dying, those 
influences remain 
with us. Words of platform, pulpit and 
school room may be 
forgotten,' even 
when those* years shall have swept o'er 
us, that 
influence of 
home 
yet yk- 


niak'|n.':. 
Hut how often the homes 
are 
not 
what they should be, even under fav- 
orable circumstances. 
No doubt edu- 
cation of the masses along this 
line 
will do more to overcome these diffi- 
culties than anything else, and I know 
of no other - way to reach the masses 
on this subject or any other subject 
of such vital 'Importance, that starting 
at the fountain head with the 
little 
ones, who in half a century will have 
the custodianship of all nations. 
Public 
' schools 
everywhere 
should 
have a course of public hygiene, with 
a special reference to obliterating tu- 
berculosis. The child should be taught 
that, it in the sputum lie millions of 
germs ready to infect any subject with 
a poor resisting power, caused by her- 
edity, malnutrition or any other cause. 
They should be taught the necessity 


of sanitary living quarters, with ade- 
quate room for an abundanca of pure 
fresh air and sunshine. 


So there are many things to be >n • 
eluded in this, little course of hygiene 
or young war against tuberculosis. 
We must all acknowledge that 
the 
contagion and infection 
of any dis- 
ease must be implanted in the minds 
of a c-iniiiiuiiity before n. moral sup- 
port is pivon t" tl-e heoU'i 
board to 
stamp <.!•( 
<i fiiseas-f. If ;., T-/1-e.n boards 


of health h-ive good latvs to prevent 
tho -TJT-.'i.1 
v-f tuberculosis, and 
these 
boards backed by the "medical profes- 
sion, upheld by 
a people 
who 
have 
been taught the nature of tuberculos- 
is, with its various modes of infection, 
and the means by which it can 
be 
controlled, that we expect to see the 
disease practically abolished from mor- 
tuary statistics. 
Much unwise 
legislation 
rn«s 
iieen 
proposed, for instance the 
"Immigra- 


tion Exclusion Act 
of 
Tuherculars." 
Some states have introduced bills to 
prevent the introduction of the tuber- 
culin- and even villages have passed 
ordinances prohibiting 
them 
entering 


their gates. Such legislation is worth- 
less, however. 
•Pou-'fifths of th» cities of the Un- 
ited States have the anti-spitting law. 
whi"<ch should be rigidly enforced, and 
I have noted somewhere that a law is 
•to be pissed preventing the brushing 
of travelers' clothes in the Pullman. 
Some one has stated that the con- 
sumption cadaver contains eleven mil- 
lion tubercle bacilli. 
We know 
that 
these bncilH will~-live iri the ground for 
more than a quarter of a 
century. 


Knowinsr this, it seems reasonable and 
practicable from 
a 
prophylactic 
and 
sanitary standpoint, that all tubercu- 
lar dead should be cremated. To bury 
this clsss means to infect the so'-l "nd 
contaminate dependent water supplies 
fo>- man and beast for more than 
a 
generation. 
In be'ialf of our over-crowded school 
buildings 
and 
orphans' 
homes — a 
glance 
at the 
pale. 
anaemic 
faces 
would convince us of the vicious re- 
feults of 
improper 
vent'lation. 
That 
many children beconip infected -jn the 
vitiated atmosphere of the, school room 
is a painful fact that 
is 
too 
often 
brought to our notice. 
If' Mountain a?r. containing. 
as 
it 
does, larftp quantities of ozone, is ben- 
eficial and often 
curative, why 
not 
bring a similar condition to bear in the 
unsanitary school room find 
in other 
places where there "is assembled a large 
and permanent collection of people.

It is staled that in one of the "Ra-

generating apparatus i.s used, contag- 
ious diseases are almost a curiosity, 
while in the nonozoned wards quite a 
number have occurred 


The statistics of mortality from tub- 
erculosis in insane asylums and pris- 
ons of different stiites is sufficient 
to 
suggest a consideration of, this idea. 


While dealing briefly upon these sub- 
jects will take up the subject of cli- 
mate. 
To the late Alfred ].,. Loomiff belongs 
the credit today that climatology plays 
in the therapy of phthisis pulmonalis. 
It was he who first pointer^ out to the 
medical 
world 
the 
great 
advantage 
these cases derived from a high, dry 
atmosphere. 
Osier says, "In any case of tuberculos 
is the climate i.s most suitable in which 
the patient feels well, 'eats well, 
and 
gains flesh and strength." Until 
the 
patient finds such a climate that pro- 
duces these results he should 
travel 
from place to place, unless contra-in- 
dications exist. 


Cases in which hemoptysis is severe 
and of frequent occurrence, complicat- 
ed with weak hearts .and neurasthemic 
subjects should not be sent to a high- 
er altitude. 
Individualization of patients is 
the 


keynote of successful treatment of tu- 
berculosis. In nothing ir, this so man- 
ifest as the selection of the climate to 
which 
individuals 
.should 
be 
sent. 
Cases are foucd which do better in .a 
cold, dry climate, while others demand 
a warm, dry cl'-nirite. 
Very little 
Is 


=nid in favor of an altitude less than 
1500 
feet, whle the experience of some 


indicate that many patients do well at 
heights of 5000 to 10,000 feet, the major- 
ity, 
however, seem to do best at an 
elevation of 2WV> to 3000 fe<5t.

Peruvians themselves regard the val- 
leys of 
Andes, from SOTO to 10.000 feet 
above sea level, almost omnipotent in 
prevention and cure of consumption. 
As to the climate of North Carolina,., 
No one can appreciate it more than 
the writer Mmself, and you have only 
to look and be convinced. He being 
declared a consumptive or ready 
to 
accept a bacilli, death being pronounc- 
ed as almost sure by able physicians. 
Here Mr. Streptococcus and Straphylo- 
coccus laid in wait.ready to reach forth 
their poisonous hands, grasnine 
Mr. 
'j.ubercu'ar 
Bacilli 
nnd 
give 
him a 
grand reception / in his thoracic cavity. 
I wns sent to Asheville. where I took 
very little medicine nfter the first'^fcw 
weeks, ate good nourishing food, lived 
in-the open air in tlie western nart of 
North Carolina. 2350 feet above the sea 
level, with a blue rim of mountains 
reaching several thousand feet higher 
into ethereal space, practically robbing 
current.-* rrom every directwi or mo:s- 
ture and at the 'same, time somewhat 
purifying th>? atmosphere by the pine 
forests and balsa,?n groves, which cov- 
er many of truse mountains from fc&eo 
to summit. 
This locality by reason or 
aQHlufte. 


latitude and jrcwapblcal HurroundlriKS 
has a fairly even temperature till tho 
year round. The altitude, is too great 
for a high solar temperature in sum- 
mer, f'i'ixi latitude I.s too far south for 
a prolonged low drop of meicury dur- 
ing the winter. 


North Can/linn, 
has an 
aseptic cli- 
mate, an even dry climate. Just such 
a cHmate u.-i i.s a prerequisite for thu 
prevention 
or arrest 
ol 
tuberculosis. 
There wounds heal most readily; and 
ineutH can bo hung in the open air for 
days without a Brain of .salt and with- 
out putrefaction. 


.Having selected ;.i climate in which It 


is hoped to effect a cure of the patient, 
it i.s imperative to impress upon him 
the neceK.slty of remaining continually 
there until thu de.sired end is accom- 
plished. This is to be found one great 
trouble with patients, a desire to return 
home too early. 


Again, having selected the clirnate. a 
patient should not expect to be like the 
farmer who planted hi.s potatoes, 
and 
expected the Lord to do the rest. He 
must assist with 
some medicine, 
a 
contented mind, proper rest, physical 
exercise to stimplate circulation. When 
strong enough, 
assist 
respiration 
by 
long walks, as a much needed tonic for 
mental as well as resciral nervous sys- 
tem. 
Live out of doors from seven to 
len""hours a day. It is astonishing -how 
they become accustomed to 
out 
door 


life. 
Having exercised sufficiently and 
being 
properly comfortably 
clothed, 
they rest on verandas with the temper 
ature almost down to zero. 
Another point 
to be 
considered 
is 
that of a good cook, who is a better 
friend to a 
tubercular 
patient 
than 
good medicine. 


All these things build up the vital re- 
sistance to such a level 
that the bat- 
tle between the working bacilli and the 
cells of the body can be waged 
with 
victory for the cells. 
No doubt a change of climate is ben- 


eficial, and it is possible for the well- 
to-do class to avail themselves of the.se 
sanitary precautions and try ^. the cli- 
matic influence, but the big question 
is, what shall we do with the tuber- 
cular poo'1? 
What this 'class needs Is some pro- 
v'sion by state or city, and such pro- 
visions are being made in places where 
they could be placed under the 
best 
sanitary regulations so as to 
protect 
an innocent community, and. at 
the 
same time, offer them the -best chance 
for an arrest or cure. 
There are those who claim that the 
d'sease can be cured or allayed in any 
climate by living as much as possible 
an out door life and sleeping in a well 
ventilated bed 
room, 
windows 
wide 
open (to admit of a circulation of air), 
with plenty of warm clothing and 
a 
good diet. 
Perhaps this much is poss'fcle in our 
own homes and clirnate, where a com-. 
plete 
change 
is 
impossible, and 
it 
seems that a way might be opened to 
give this advantage to veven the very 
poorest class. 
where the 
disease 
is 
oftenest found, and who are unable to 
avail themselves of opportunities af- 
forded the >inore fortunate class. 


Tt is my observation that if a change 


of clirnate is to be tried, 
the 
earlier 
the change is made, the greater 
the 
chance of recovery (and this fact is to 
be emphasized), for too many times we 
have the report, "Too late." and then— 
"Be it ever so humble, 
There's no place like'' home.'"
